Robert Lincoln was a Captain in the Union 
Amy and was present when the papers were 
signed. While Mary had tickets to o to Grover 
‘Theatr that evening. she wished to go and see 
the much-ceebrated face Our American Cousin a 
Fords Theatre. She wanted to see the show with 
‘Union army General and war hero, General Ulysses 
' Grant and his wie, and she requested Lincoln 
to send an invite. This was a pivotal moment in 
the history of one ofthe greatest events thatthe 
United States had ever seen - twas a moment in 
time, a snapshot into the chaos of cause and effect.
